Editor Bulletin, 

Sir; Concerning the new schedule 
announced by the street railway de- 
partment, which is supposed to come 
into force Mebruary 8th, but which 
I trust never will, especially as to the 


curtuling of the number of cars now 


running. 
As a resident of the South Side and 
using the high-level route on an aver- 


age of five times per day, I can as- 
sure you that only at the noon hour 
when travelling sowth do J find it pos- 
sible to secure a seat At all other 


times, such as 8:30 a.m 2:15 p.m, 
and 7:30 p.m., travelling north, and 
6 pin. travelling south, the service 
brings one in mind of the Black Hole 
of Calcutta or the council meeting on 
Tuesday night. "The high level, I un- 
derstand, is one of the best paying 
routes, It seems quite absurd there- 
fore to change this route from a ten 
to a twelve minute sexvice. 

As an amateur, I would say the 
remedy to make the whole system pay 
would be to increase the number of 
cars rather than decrease them, and 
by so doing get the people's faith and 
patronage, At the present time, rath- 
er than stand and freeze for ten or 
fifteen minutes while waiting for a 
car, the people prefer to walk, On 
several occasions 1 have noticed three 
and sometimes four cars ali bunched 
together and travelling south on Fifth 
t west, and people standing at 
every corner waiting for a northbound 
car, Now, why in the name of com- 
mon sense not give the mvutorman or 
inspectors authority to transfer pas-

This Proposal is Favorably Con- 
sidered by Council Members 
—New Station by October

its new central station by 
next October, and that the present 
building may be turnea over to’ the 
Salavation Army to be used in sécial 
work, were some of the statements 
made by members of the committee 
on health and safety@t a meeting held 
in the council chamber yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

According to the chairman of the 
committee, the city commissioners 
are unuer instructions to rush to com- 
pletion the new combination police 
and fire station, which !s to be built 
on the corner of Fraser avenue and 
Elizabeth street. The money required 
is said to be available, as it was 
raised over a year ago. 

The suggestion that the old police 
station ‘be turned over to the Saiva- 
tion Army was made after a long dis- 
cussion as to whether or not the city 
should make a grant of $1,000 at once 
to enabie the Army to Siart the 
ganization of this branch of their 
work, The committee finally decided 
to. refer the whole question to Com- 
missioner Booth to investigate thor- 
oughly and to report before the first 
of April in order that the Army may 
be in a position to take up the work 
by winter at the latest, ‘ 

Look After Men Released. 

The work of this branch of the 
Army consists chiefly in taking un- 
fortuvate men who are just discharged 
from prison and gefting them work, 
Then also, when men are out of work, 
they are supplied with various kinds 
of work by the organization. 

“If we had had something like this 
in foree this winter we would have 
saved at least half of what already 
has been spent in caring for the un- 
employed,” declared Aid, Sheppard 

“Yes,” agreed Ald. Clarke, “if War- 
den, Lyons, at the city farm, and 
Civie Police Officer Turnbull had been 
co-operating with the Salvation Army 
during the last two months we would 
have had the work done for half what 
has been spent, and the relief work 
this winter has been a hap-hazard, 
helter-skeiter Imposition from begin- 
ning to end.” 

Favored the Grant. 

Aldermen Douglas and May also 
agreed that the Salvation Army would 
accomplish a great deal of good, and 
voiced vhemselves as favoring a grant. 
Adjutant McDonald, in charge of the 
local branch of the Army, addressed 
the committee and answered many 
questions, 

The president and one of the nurses 
of the Victorian Order of Nurses 
were present to ask the committee to 
recommend a grant of $2,000 to that 
organization, This is the same amount 
as was given by the council last year. 
Nurse Deacon reported that there are 
three of the Victorian nurses in the 
city, two on the north and one on 
the south side. During the past year 
10 patients were attended and 4,012 
visits made.
